wer. Things had been given her by 
# former Phyfician and Apotheca- 
ry, but the Child grew fo bad with 
their cold and infipid Juleps and 
Fooleries, that Life was de paired 
of, and the Apothecary declared 
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toall the Friends thereof, that ie 
would certainly dy. Upon this. 
the Parents fent for me, when I 
came to it, its. pulfes were fo low 
that theycould not be felt ; It was 
outwardly cold all over from head 
tofoot, its eyes feemed to be fer, 
and its teeth. fo fet. that they 
could .not be. opened ; (this 
was about eleven in the mor- 
ning) and its breath fo foft as 
{carcely to be perceived, having 
had: the night before near forty 
ftools, befides almoft.as many Vo- 
mits. In chis defpairing and truly 
deplorable and dangerous conditi- 
on, they entreatedmy help. I firft 
prefcribed this Clyfter. Zake Milk 
fix ouncesy being boyled; and fometbing 
hotter thax to exhibit; beat well with 
it the yolk of one Ege, with which 
mix three ounces of Cinnamon-water ; 
and make a Clysttr. It was given 
about One in the Afternoon, which 
ftaid with the Child about an hour, 
and came away: I immediately 
prefcribed the fame again, which 
was given it about Four in the 
Afternoon ; this ftaid with the 
Child, and it flept near Twelve 
hours, viz. till Four thenext Mors 
hing. Atmy going away, I order- 
ed the repeating. of the Clyfter fo

I caufed 
him to inje@ ihto the Yard with 
a proper Yard-Syringe, with a 
fhore thank, ovr Aqua Regulata, a 
moft excellent thing upon that 
Account., With this Water he itn- 
jected four, five or fix times, al- 
ways making Water before hand 
if he had occafion ; and to caft in 
two Syringes full at each time, 
holding the Syringe clofe to keep 
it:in for a Minutes time,’ and then 
to let it run out.» Laftly, » After 
the aforefaid purging he took twen- 
ty grains (every night going to 
bed, inthe Pap of an Apple, or a 
{iew'd Prune, ) ‘of Our Sudorifick

Take the bef running Quick-filver 
purified from all its filth, ten parts; 
fine Gold without allay.purified by An- 
timony i parts make a mixture of both 
in a warm la{sMortar,amalgamating 
them well. Put the Amaleama into a 
Retort on an earthen Capel with one 
part clear Sand, and 3 times as mich 
jéjted Alhes,which cover with another 
earthen pan, and put to it a little Re- 
ceiver without luting of it, fo make a 
frre in your Furnace, and give an in- 
different heat. Now and then take 
the Pan fromit, that you may fee when 
the Mercury is diftilled from the Sol, 
which done, cover it again, and letthe 
Fire go out. The next morning take 
the Retort, and (having wiped off 
with a Feather any of the particles of 
the Mercury which may hang in its 
ack into the Rectiver) take the Sol 
out of it, which powder in a Gla 
mortar, and mix it again with the 
Mercury, putting the Analgama into 
the Retort, and diffilling as before; 
this work repeat fo often till the Sol 
and Mercury will nd more amalgamate; 
and not cafting away any powder which 
you may think to be feces, for then you 
will lofe your Medicine. Now will 
your Guld be much increafed in weight, 
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becaufe it bas attracted into it elf 
the falt, or pure and effential part of 
the Mercury. Beat the Sol again into 
fubtile powder ,and put upon it the fair- 
e2 diftilled water 3 Inches over it, 
which wal inthe Mortar with a Pe- 


| file, till the water is blewilh black, 


which pour off into a clean Glafs; put 
more water upon the Sol, and wal 
and decant as before, till the water 
will be no more blew, referve thefe wa- 
ters together clofe covered. Then A- 
malgamate the Mercury again with 
the Gold, and diflil as before, and a- 
gain amalgamate afreh, and diffill fo 
often till the Mercury and Gold will 
no more mix; and from the Gold fe- 
parate the Salt of the Mercury, as a- 
fore by wafhing, putting the waters to 
theformer veferved Waters. Tiis aone, 
amalgamate the Mercury and Sol a- 
gain, and diftil (0 long till they will 
no more Amalgamate, and then powder. 
and walh the Gold as before 3 referv- 
ing the blew water with the former as 
aforefaid. And thefe works of Amal- 
gamating, diftilling, and walhing, fo 
often repeat till all.the Salt w extra- 
éked out of the Mercury, and that the 
Mercury and Sol will amalgamate al- 
though atter a thoufand diftillations. 
This dons, the waters being perfectly 
fettled, decant the clear from the pow- 
der which lyes at bottom, which dryin 
a gentle Sand heat, fo will your pow- 
der look of a blewi{b yellow. Put this 
powder into a little Glafs Cacurbit or 
Bolt-head,and diftill off from it the wa- 
ter of Hegs sor 6 times, till the powder 
becomes ved 5 and then di(lill off from it 
3 or 6 times the belt rectified Spirit of 
Wine, fo is it fitted for a Medicines 
this powder referve.

ferved powder, fo have you Mercutius 
Sudorificus,and one of the greatelt me- 
dicines that can be made ont of the 
Mineral Kingdom. 

The water of Eggs is thus made. 
Take a good quantity of Eggs, boil 
them ‘very hard, take the Whites 
and cut them very fmall, and di- 
ftilthem in an Alembick per Cieres 
very foftly, till you have got all 
the water from the Whites 5 then 
take the Egg-fhells, calcine them, 
and put them into a Retort, affufe 
upon them the former Water,. and \ 
diftil per Avenam with a ftrong fire 5 
cohobate again upon the Athes for 
five or fix times, fo will the water 
be fitted for che aforefaid work. 

If this powder be put into a 
broad bottomed Glats,.narrow at

into a Confumption, and of the 
cure hereof otir Patient defpaired, 
for that all imaginable means had 
been uied to ftop it, but without 
the leaft fuccefs, for the parts con- 
cerned were foweakned,by the long 
courfe of the Difeafe, great quan- 
tity of Medicines, and many of 
them ill ones too; and-as ill an 

unskilfully applyed, that. whatfo- 
ever was done afterward by men 
both honeft and skilful proved all 
in vain, whereby he was by all his 
Phyficians given over as uncure- 
able. .

A Woman thirty feven years 
old, being. delivered of a lufty

a glafs of Mull'd. Sack mix’d with 
Caudle, and caufed her gently to 
{weatupon it; alfo che whole Re- 
gion of the Abdomen was well bathed 
with the Powers of Amber, and a 
Flannel moiftned with the fame, 
was laid over it, which work of 
bathing was done morning, noons 
and night for three or four dayes ; 
By the taking of the faid mixture, 
fhe had extraordinary cate ; how- 
ever the next morning I thought 
good to give her the following 
purge, Take Extraitum Rudiiy ex 
tratt of Saffron, Calemelanos, of each 
a feruple 5 Campbires Salt of Harts 
horn, Borax, of each five grains 5 mix 
for a. Dofee She took it, and it 
wrought excellently weil with her, 
giving her feven or eight Stools. 
By thefe means the Loches came 
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down in good order, fhe was eafed 
of her pains,and became very well 
cleanfed. However morning and 
evening fhe took this dofe for ten 
dayes. Take Our Elixir proprietatis 
fexty drops; Strong tincture of Cafto- 
reum twenty drops; Tincture of Mars, 
Spirit of Sal Armoniack, of each fix 
drops 3 Camphirein powder fivegrains;

This Woman about twenty nine 
years of Age, had them well for 
one day and then they ftop’d, up- 
on which fhe fell into extraordina- 
ry pains : I caufed the whole Re- 
gion of the Abdomen to be morn- 
ing and evening bathed well with 
the powers of Amber, and a Flannel 
moiftned in the {ame to be laid o- 
verall.

Tinciure of Mars twelve drops; Spi- 
ritus Antiafthmaticus fix drops 5 mix 
all for a Dot. This was given her, 
with a little glafs of Sack after it 5 
and her Stomach and Belly being 
bathed with the Powers of Amber, 
as before direfted, fhe prefently 
went to reft, and flept very well 
for fixteen hours. Likewife for 
the fainting of her Spirits this Cor- 
dial was given her. Take of Our 
Aqna Bexoartica fix ounces 5 pure 
Rhenifh: Wine twelve ounces, mix 
them. Dole two, three or four 
fpoonfuls, into which fix or eight 
drops of Our Spiritus Antia(thma- 
ticus was every time drop'd. By 
the help of thefe things being eaf- 
ed, comforted, and a little'reftor- 
ed, on the third day after I pur- 
ged her with this.

much the more as that her Terms 
for all the time were ftop’d. She 
went to many Phyficians, and tri- 


ed variety of Remedies, but allin 
vain, whereupon the Phyficians.

panites, fometimes a Dropfie’ of the 
Womb; but what it was truly, they 
could not pofitively determine. 
At length-coming to me, I made 
a very narrow fcrutiny into the

She took ic 
in the morning’ fafting, and it 
wrought well upon her, giving her 
eight Stools, I caufed it to be-re- 
peated for every other day till fhe 
had taken four Dofes. Upon the 
twelfth day I gave her this. Take 
Colocynthis half an ounce,  Spring- 
water.12 ounces; boyl till it comes to 5 
ounces, firain and giveit for one dofe. 
This’ wrought ftrongly with her, 
giving her fifteen or {ixteen Stools, 
yet did not do. the thing I defign- 
ed. The working being over, | 
caufed to be injeGted twice the fol- 
lowing Clyfter, to Comfort and 
heal the Bowels. Take fat Mutton 
Broth a pint 3 yolk of one Egg, Cin- 
namon-water an ounce and balf 5 mix 
and exbibit warm. Notwithitand- 
ing the {trong working.of the de- 
coction, the Woman earnefily 
defired 
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defired the Dofe again, which ] 
gave her the very next day 5 It 
wrought lefs with her, but indeed 
made her Terms to appeat. Pains 


then came upon her, but I order- 


ed the Clyfter: as aforefaid, after 
the working of the decofion. On 
the third day a Midwife was fent 
for, becaufe of her illnefs. At 
length a fhapelefs peice of Flefh, 
longer much than tt was broad or 
thick, came away from her,weigh- 
ing eight pounds ten ounces 5 and 
a va{t quantity of thick, black, 
coagulated blood, by the relation 
of the Women, above fix quarts, 
with fome quarts of a flimy watery 
matter. The Womb being dif- 
charged of all this, her Loches fuc- 


ceeded in order, and of a good

Acid Salt, which caufés the Grz-

Il. Panaricium or Whitlow. 

The moft part of fuch as are af- 
fli&ed with this malady lofe their 
Finger,but if you would help them 
fpeedily, you mutt follow this me- 
thod.

afterwards drefs the finger with the 
Oyl of Sulphur, which will caufe 
fome pain; the next day drels it 
with magno liquore until it be whole.

XV..A third way. of curing Ruptures. 


Lay the fick with his Thigh 
fomewhat high,and. his head fome- 
what low.; divide the skin with 
an-incifion knife , a little above 
the fhare-bone, where the Temor 
is, as far asthe proce(s of the Perito- 
newm, which with a probe about 
the bignefs a of Goofe quill,infinu- 
ate into the Wound, and {train up- 
wards, carefully fevering, it from - 
the Fibrous and nervous particles 
which cleave unto it, as alfo from 
ermatical veflel, and the 
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Cremafter Mufcle of the Tefticle. 
The {aid Procefs being thus fepara- 
ted convey under ita {mall Wire 
of Ledd, and whip it once about 
the Proce(s, as far as you think it 
too much relaxed, but leaving the 
fpermatick veffels free: the end 
of the Wire with a pair of {mall 
piticers or Mullets, ftrain and twift 
together 3 not too loofly, left you 
leave away for the Caul or Gut to 
fall down again : nor yet too hard, 
left the paflage of the Spirits and 
nourifhment be intercepted or ob- 
ftructed, and fo caufe a Gangreen. 
The ends of the Wire are to hang 
out of the wound. When this 
contraG@ion of the Peritonenm is 
grown Callous, which will be in a- 
bout fifceen or fixteen dayes, then 
gently antwine the Jeaden Wire,

Of Sutures or Seams. whereby | 
Chirurgions few up wounds, there: 
are five kinds, which are of ufe, 
when the lips or fides of the 
wound cannot be joyned together 
as they ought to be by a Ligature 
or fwathband, as in mofttranfverfe 
wounds ic happens;becanfethe flefh 
and other fimilar parts being cut 
overthrawrt,. flie and are contra@- 
ed towards the whole part, and fo 
lye at the greater diftance.In doing 
this operation you muft be fure, 1.

accident,and in great deep wounds 
ofthe flefh, whofe lips are far di- 
ftant.. The needles for this pur- 
pofe muft be many and divers , 
and three {quare almoft ‘their 
whole length, and the thred muft 
be well waxed that it break not. 
(See -Fab.WIIL det. I. K. 0. £. The 
needle (if one fiitch will ferve) 
muft: be thraft. through both 
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fides the wound or breadth, and 
take up all che flefh of both lips, fo 
that ic may ftick one half of it at 
one lip of the wound, and the o- 
ther half at the other lip thereof. 
And after the fame manner ano- 
ther fhort.tieedle ( as the. place 
will bear) muft be thruft in the 
midft, crofs the former, and un- 
der the flefh as the former is. Then 
the thred which was in the eye of 
the firft and longeft needle, muft 
be ftrained crofs about all the four 
ends of the two needles, feven or 
eight times or more, to hold the 
lips of the wound firmly toge- 
ther, till the conjun&tion is per- 
“feGted ; then the néedles muft be 


- taken away, and the wounds heal- 


ed according to Art, But here. is 
to be noted, that in the hare-lip, 
the skin on each fide the divifion 


muft firft be cut away with a fharp 


pair of fizers, otherwife the lips 
will never unite. 


XXL. The fourth kind of Suture. 


This 3s called by a proper name, 
viz. Galtroraphia, and is only pro- 
per to the Belly, when the Mut- 
cles of the Abdomen and Peritoneum 
are fo wounded . that fome of the 
bowels fometimes fall out, but al- 
wayes the Omentum or a part of it. 
If the wound pafino further than 
to the Peritoz.eum, it may be cured 
after the ordinary way. of Curing 
fimple wounds. But if the Pevi- 
tozeum be wounded, the work 
muft be performed’ thus. Firit, 
with your Needle rake up the Pe- 
ritoneum alone, Ex. gr. on the 
right fide of the wound (for you 
may begin on which fide you 


pleale) and pafling by the left fide 


of the Peritoneum, take up the 
Heth of the Mufcle, and the skin 
witlt it on the left fide. Then 
take up the left fide of the PéHi- 
toneum, and pafling by its right 


fide, take up the right fide of the]

um, and paffing by its lef fide, 
take up the left “de of the fleth 
and the skin.and fo few your feam 


crofs, in and out, till the whole - 


wound is feamed. The reafon of 
this manner of feaming is, becaufs 
the Peritoneumbeinga membranous 
part, and without blood, cannot 
unite again, unlefsit have a bloody 
part joyned to it, which in this 
kind of Suture it hath the whole 
length of the wound. Note alfo, 
that the feam be fewed as’ clofe as 
may be, till you come to the low- 
er part of the wound 5 there you 
muft. leave a ftitch at leaft, both 
in the membrane and in the mue 
(cle, at which the Sanies may iffue 
forth, till there be none left, and 
then it muft be healed with a Ci- 
catrice. Alfo if any of the Omen-' 
tam come forth of the wound, it 
muft not be repofed, but cut off : 
For fat if once the Air feizes it 
willno more be reftored but 
fie. But if the intrails come forth 
of the wound, they muft be repo- 
fed with as much {peed and gen- 
tlenef§ as may be. 


XXII. The fifth kind of Sature,called 
the dry Suture. 


This is only ufed to Wounds in 
the Face for the avoiding of Scars 
inthe curing.

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recent is cured by Medicines; but 
if old, and extend to the black of 
the Eye, it muft be cured by Chy- 
rurgery.

It is often ufed in inveterate 
Defluxions of the Eyes, where the 
Humor is fharp and obftinate, as 
yielding to no Remedies; as alfo 
in ftubborn and rebellious Ca- 
tarrhs, where the fick is almoft 
choakt with Rheum.’

If a parcof the Scull be abfolutely 
broken or Gut off from the reft,yet 
if it hang to the .Pericranium and 
the Scalp,#it muft not be pulled 
away as unprofitable, but ought co 
be repofed again in its proper place, 
for Natere will again unite ir to the 
other bones of the Scull, by means 
of a Callus. Pareushas a famous 
Obfervation of this kind: A Cap- 
tain (faith he) had a great part 
of his Forehead. bone fo fliced 
with a Sword, that it only hung 
by the Pericranium, and the Ma(cu- 
lous skin ot the Forehead, and fell 
upon his Eyes, fo that the Meniax 
or Dura Mater might be feen bares 
hecieanfed awaythe blood from the 
Meninx or Membrane, and repofed 


the bone in its place, and faftned it 
| on the upper part to the Scalp,by a 


feam of three ftitches, filling up 
the reft of the fides of the wound 


with Plegers of Lint, that there 
might be: way left for the Sanies to 
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iflue forth, fo the bone was again 
faftned to the reft of the Scull, 
and the man recovered.

LIX. A Wound. of the Temporal Muf- 
cles, Pericranium and V effets. 


Thefe are the moft dangerous of 
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all the wounds of the Head; for 
they are covered with the Pericra- 
nium, which pafles oyer them, and 
wraps them in; fo thaton the in- 
fide they are naked, and lye up- 
on the naked bone, having no 
Periofion under them, over the 
bone. So that if the Pericranium, 
whofe original is from the internal 
thick Membrane of the Brain by 
the Sutures of the Scull, and which 
encompafles and wraps in the faid 
Mutcles be but lightly inflamed, it 
will prefently caufe all the thick 
and thin Membranes of the Brain 
to fuffer with it by confent. Thefe 
wounds are alfo dangerous, by rea- 
fon of the great flux-of Blood from 
the cut Arteries, which with the 
beft of Remedies can hardly be 
ftopt. The following three are 
chiefly commended. — Firft, Galens 
Emplafler. Take Frankincenfe an 
ounce; Aloes half an. ounce 5 make 
them into powder, which mix with{o 
much Glair of Eggs, as will make tt 
of the ‘thicknefs of honey, then dip the 
Wool of a Hare in it, and bind to the 
part that bleeds. If powder of fine 
Bole,and powder of Toads of each 
a dram were added to it, it would 
be never the worfe. Secondly, 
Sperniolum compofitam Crolii, given 
to four, five or fix grains, Third- 
ly, This of Fobnffonin his Idea Me- 
dicines Take Potters Clay, make it 
into a foft Emplafter, with the molt 
{harp Vinegar ef Rofes, which lay 
upon-a band four inches broad, and re- 
new it as often us it dries, until fuch 
time as the flux of bloo& (which is 
cammonly in half an hour, and fomes 
times in lefs) ws flopt. It 1s a very 
good thing indeed,» bur if it was 
made into'a foft Emplaiter with 
che Royal Siyptick Wat.ry 1 would 
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vaftly tranfcend in its Operatiotis 
and does infallibly ftop a violent 
flux of-bloed at Nofe. This: Plai- 
fter thus made, laid upon Wounds, 
joyns together the veflels that are 
cut afunder : It is good to ftop a 
bleeding in the Jugular Veflels ; 
and ‘applyed to the Neck, hinders 
the. violent’ motion: of the blood 
tothe head. And here obferve ; 
that thefe. Wounds, though’ the 
Scull is not hurt, are not to be 
cured (when the blood is ftopt by 
the firft intention 3) but muft firft 
be filled up° with flefh; and then 
brought to.a cicatrice, taking heed 
to. avoid an inflammation; which 
Is. prevented by Hippocrates his Caz 
tapla(m' or Plaifter.

A mans 
Temple-bone was fractured with 
a piece of a Stone, upon which 
he fell to the ground, blood iffued 
out of his Mouth, Nofe and Ears, 
he vomited vehemently, and lay 
mute and aftonifhied fourteen days, 
being ftrangly afflicted with Con- 
vulfions, and his face puffed up. 
He was Trepanned in the Fore- 
head bone, at the fide of the Tem- 
poral Mafcle. The twenty fifth 
day a foft fpangy fleth of Exquifire 
fenfe grew out of the hole mace by 
the Trepan, whofe growth Cathe- 
retical powders could norrefitain. 
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This fpongy fleth is eaten away by 
Medicines, which have a fpecifick 
quality to confume it, and fuch 
are thofe that do exceedingly dry, 
but wear and eat away more mode- 
rately. As, Take Savin in powder 
two drams 5 Qker one dram, in pow- 
der mix them together, and {prinkle it 
upon the Excrefcence. Or this. Take 
Hermidattyls what quantity you pleale 5 
burn them; and make them into a fine | 
powder for the fame ufe.

If they 
peirce to the Vertebra, and divide 
the marrow of the back,, then ail 
parts under the Wound will be- 
come Paralytical. If the Wound 
be in the Throat, "tis much, 1f the 
Jugular Veins, or Carotidal Arce- 
ries, or both be not cut or divid- 
ed, and then your bufinefS is with 
all imaginable {peed to ftop the 
flux of blood.”

XC. The Signs and Prognoflicks of 
Gun{hot Wounds. 


‘The General fign is that it is 


Orbicular in its Orifice,’ if made },., 


Its colour is alfo 
altered, to livid, blewifh, greenifh 
or both, and there is a feeming 
heavinefs in the wound, as if fome 
huge weight had fallen upon the 
part; the blood iffues out meanly, 
the parts are very much, bruifed, 
and prefently {well, fo that you 
can f{carcely put a Pleget into it, 
for the {welling of the Lips of the 
Wound, which alfo hinder the 
iffuing forth of the Blood : there 
is alfo great heat, with contufion, 
for that the Bullet being round, 
ithas no edges, fides or corner to 
cut its way, and therefore enters 
with extream violence. From 
thefe figns accompanied with pain, 
many ill Symptoms oftentimes a- 
rife, as fluxion, of Humors, “In- 
flammation, Apuftemation and 
Convulfion,from whence you may 
prognofticate Frenfie,.

der fuppuration ; and wirhall con- 
ftipate and clofe up the Pores, fo 
that rhe putrid vapors not expir- 
ing (as they ought) a Gangreen 
or Mortification be caufed. 


XCV. What mut be done if the Con- 
tufion be extraordinary great. 


If the ‘contufion be fo great that 
much. flefh about the wound is 
bruifed, you muft make. many ° 
Scarrifications and deep, that the 


part may be disburthened of that 


bruifed and extravafated blood, 
which if it remains will eafily de- 
generate into putrefacion. But 
co the parts farther remote from 
the Wound, which compafs about 
the contufed flefh, you muft ap- 
ply temperate and corroborating 
medicaments, to {tay and prevent 
the defluxion of Humors, fuch as 
this following. Jake fine Bole, 
Sanguis Draconis, fine Myrrh, ana, 
one ounce 5 Whites of two or three 
Eggs; Vinegar of Rofes, a fufficient 
quantity 3 mix and make a Liniment. 
This and the like you may ufe, ull 
the fear of Accidents is over. The 
matter of the drefling béing done, 
you muft take great care of the 
binding. Place che Sick,as much as 
may be, in an indolent Scitation, 
or pofture 5 drefs them not above 
once in twenty four hours at firft, 
till the Quittor begins to run, then 
drefs twice a day; but ific flows 
very much, fo that it 1s trouble- 
forme to the Sick, drefs it, every 
eight Hours, and then again whea 
it begins to fail, only twicea dav, 
and when the Ulcer begins to’ all 
with fleth, only once in twenty 
four hours.

XCVI. The way of ordering the 
fecond Dreffing. 


At fecond dreffing (if no fulpt- 
cion of putrefaGion or a Gangrene 
be ) pour into the wound only 
fome of the aforefaid Oyis well bea- 
ten with the yolks of Eggs, and a 
little powder of Saffron. This ufe 
fo long, till the Sates of the wound 
be digefted into Quittor, which 
will be longer than in other kinds 
of wounds not made with Gun- 
fhot, for that the natural heat 1s 
more diflipated. Good Quittor 
appedring ( which may be about 
the third or fourth day, fooner or 
Jatter you fhall then ufe deterfives, 
adding to your former medicine 
fome Turpentine; and if the wea- 
ther be cold, you may wafh it with 
Aqua Vite, or add a little of it to 
the other. Your deterfive you 
may make thus. 


Take juyces of Plantane, Smallage, 
Agrimony, Centaury the leis, of each 
one ounce 5 decottion of Barley a fuffi- 
event quantity 5° Venice Turpentine 
three ounces 5 Honey of Rofes two 
ounces 5 Barley Flower three drams 3 
Saffron a foruple 5 mix all together 
very well, making a detergent -of a 
middle confiteucy. 


Or thus. Take suyces of Water 
Betony, Plantane, Wormwood, Smal- 
lagty ana \two ounces 3 Venice Tur- 
pentine four ounces, firup of Worm- 
wood, &koney of Rofes, ana, two 
ounces 5 boyl. all togethers Strain 
and add in fine powder, Aloes,* Ma- 
(tich, Orrise Root, Barley meal, ana, 
ON Ach MX them.

You muft be cautious, that you 
bind it not up too ftraight,left you 
hinder the coming forth of the 
putrid Vapours and Excrements, 
proceeding from the contufed 
flefh, whereby an Atrophia of the 
part will be endangered, by keep- 
ing the nutriment from it. You 
muft alfo begin to. rowl from the 
bottom of the wound, proceeding 
orderly to the Top or Orifice of it; 
for by this means, the Matter the 
better falls away. Laftly you fhall 
alfo wet your: Clothes and Row- 
lers 5, with Oxycratum or fharp 
Wine, for that ftrengthens the 
part and parts adjacent, and helps 
to ftop the flux of Humors. And 
fince fometime from the vehe- 
mency of the Collifion, the bones 
are broken and fhattered into {mall 
pieces, which at firft drefling can- 
not be gottea out, but remaining 
behind, prick and vex the wound 
extreamly, you fhall bring them 
forth by the following, or fome 
tuch other like medicine.

To this you ought to have fes 
{pe& from the firft. If the Pain 
be joyned with Inflammation, (as 
for the moft part it is) you ought 
to anoint the adjacent parts with 
Palm Oyl, beaten up with juyces of 
Plantane, Poppies, Night(bade, Hem- 
lock, Henbane, Honfleek, Sc. The 
Ungnentum Diacalciteos. deferibed 
by Galen, difflolved. with Vinegar, 
and Oyl of Poppies, or Oy! of 
Rofes, is as good -as the former 5 
thefe . things are not Narcotick, 
yet will mitigate pain, for that 
they corre& ahotdiftemper, and 
{top fharp and. bilous Fluxes of 
Humors to the part.,, After the 
Application of them, . you, may 
apply this Cataplafm, 


Take Crums of Bread Soak in 
Cows Milk, 2 pound and balf 3 boyt 
them alittle, then add-Oyles of Rofes 
and, Poppies feeds, of each three 
ounces; yolks of four Eeges: powders 
of Red Rofes, of -Gammomil flowers, 
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and of Melilot, ana, two ounces § 
Barley and Bean flower, ana\ an 
ounce 3 mix and make a Cataplafm 
You may, alfomake it immediate- 
ly with Cras. of bread boyled with 
Oxycrate, and Oyl of Rofes or Poppy 
Seeds. 


CII. Of Wounds made with Arrows, 
Darts, Favelins, &c. 


Wounds made with thefe In- 
ftruments, feldom or never wound 
with contufion, but they have a- 
nother property which is as bad or 
worfe, being: often made with 
poyfoned Weapons. The: forms 
of the weapons are very various; 
which fomeétmnes makes fome va- 
riety in the method of cure. There 
is alfo ‘great difference in the 
wounded part, whether it ‘be 
Flefhy, Boney, Nervous, Mufcu- 
lons, Tendinous, in a joynt, near, 
or farther off froma joynt, in a 
part more.or lefs Noble, as the 
Brain, Lungs, Heart, Stomach, 
Liver, Guts, ec. In all Mortal 
Wounds it. will be for your Hon- 
our to foretell the danger; yer 
you are not to: leave any thing 
unatrempted, which may give 
hope-of Recovery ;, for as in ih- 
ward Difeafes, fo alfo in wounds, 


st often happens, that what we: 


may give over as defperate, fome 
ignorant Emperick, or an old 
woman, may. undertake and cure, 
whereby the fame of the Learned 
Phyfician or Chyrurgeon is de- 
prefled, and the Ignorance of the 
other famed for a fecond 2A,/cy- 
lapis. 


CHI. How to take Dart, Favelin, 
Arrow-head, 8c. out of the Body. 


You muft.avoid as much as 
may be a Butcherly Operation, 
not cutting, or tearing the Plefh, 
Veins, Arteries, Nerves or Ten- 
dons, more than needs muft, left 
the By-ftanders fhould think that 
you do more harm with your In- 
{truments, than was done with the 
Weapon, which will be a difpa- 
ragement both ‘to your felf and 
Art. ‘The getting out of the wea- 
pon is. cwofold;-ziz. either by the. 
way it went in, or through the 
oppofite fide,and this 1s called ex- 
pulfion. After the firft dreffing 
thefe works muft be done 5 put 
the fick into the fame pofture he 
was in when ‘he received the 
wound, and having ac hand all 
your Inftruments, as Firft, A 
pair of Pliers, whofe handles when 
you prefs together , the fhanks 
will be divided ( See'Tab. VII. at 
G #.) for thefe take out an Arrow 
Head, or the head of any weapon 
which is hollow, for the fhanks 
being divided in that hollownefs 
will hold the Arrow: Head ‘firm and 
faft, fo as to draw it out, Se- 
condly, The Pliers, that are ufed 
in like manner, with a {crew in 
their handles , which are more 
certain and fubftantial ( See Tab. 
VIE. at D..) Thirdly, A pair of 
{mall crooked Pliers; that 1f the 
wound be oblique, it may go to 
the botrom of it,and meeting with 
any {mall pieces, may take them 
out. (See'Tab. VI. at A.) Fourth- 
ly;A Hook, to take out fome 
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fhot, where fuch Rings or pieces 
of Mayle are forced into the 
wound) See the Inftrament (7b. 
VI. at 0.) The Inftrument being 
thus fafined within the hollownefs, 
you are by ‘force to pull it ont, 
and therewith will come forth the 
Weapons. 


CIV. How to get forth the bead-of a 
Pike; Favelin, or Arrow, when

This is perform’d by Expulfion, 
for the moft ‘part, viz. either 
when it peirces fo deep, that it is

the Crows Beak or the like, you 
you fhall’ endeavour’ to draw it 
out. When ‘it is out, prefs out 
the Blood as well as you can; and 
if much blood follow, fo far fatter 
the Flux to) continue, as the 
firength of the Patient, and the 
condition of the part affected will 
permit, for fo. a Cacochymia will 
not fucceed, and the wound it {elf 
will be lefs fubje& to Pains, In- 
flammation,.Pucrefa@ion, or fich 
other fymptoms, as you might 
otherwife fear, would attend the 
Cure. 


CVI. What muft be done.if the Weapan 
fhould be poyfoned. 


Weapons for the moft part are 
poyfoned with hot poyfons, feldom 
or never with cold. If it be poy- 
foned witha hot poyfon, the 
pain will be beyond meafure grea- 
ter than -if otherwife ; as alfo 
pricking and burning Tike the con: 
tinual ftinging of a Bee.. The 
wounded tlefh will be of a pallid 
and livid colour, and there will, 
be fome figns of Mortification, ‘be- 
fides many other malignant fymp- 
toms, which do not commonly 
accompany: wounds of another 
quality. In this cafe, as foon. as 
you have cleared the wound of 
the weapon, and_all. ftrange fh- 
ftances, yon fhall Scarrifie round 
apout ir, frequently and deep; 
after which fet on Cupping Glafles; 
with a.great deal of Klame, which 
will muehtily draw our the Poy- 
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fon ; and, you may alfo draw it 
out with Veficatories, Cauteriess 
and other like manner of .Appli- 
cations, which you in Reafon and 
Prudence fhall {ee fix. 


CVII. Of a Gangrene in General. 


A Gangrene upon a Contufion 
comes fometimes’ through the 
Errors of the Patient; fometimes 
through the faule of ‘the Artift, 
and fometimes from the vehemen- 
cy of the contufion, and. conditi- 
on of the part afle@ted. The moft 


general caufe of a-Gangreen, is a | 
diflolution of the Harmony and | 


Temper of the part; anda difli- 
pation of its Natural Heat, by 
which it. is made unfit to receive 
the Spirits whether Natural, Vi- 
tal, or Animal, by. which it is 
nourifht, and by which it Lives, 
Meves, and has Senfation ; for be- 
ing deprived of thefe, it prefencly 
languiihes, and not long after 
dies. - The near or External 
aifes of a Gangrene are, burnings 
with Fire, fcalding with Oyl, 
melted Mettals or Water, Gun- 
powder fired, a Fracture, Loxa- 
tion, or notable contufion, bit- 
ing of Mad or Poyfonous Beafts, 
or Serpents, pricking of a Nerve 
or Tendon, wounds ofthe Ner- 
vous parts, and of the Joynts, and 
large and deep Wounds, where- 
in the larger Veins and Arteries 
arecut afunder ; to ali which add, 
Potential Poyfons and Cauteries. as 
Calcanthum, Arfenick, Sublimate.&c. 
Ligatitres tyed too hard or faft: 
Coldnefs of the Ambient -Air, 
Narcotick Medicines, ¢>c. The 
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Remote, Antecedent or Internal 
Caufe, is the too plentiful de- 
fluxion of Humors, hot or cold 
to the part, which fuffocates the 
innate heat. And that Gangreen 
efpecially is moft incurable, in 


which the defluxion firft feifes . 


upon the Bone, to wit, the Pevi- 
oftion which covers it, and thence 
takes its Original, infecting alfo, 
the very fubftance of the Bone it 
felf. 


CVI. The Signs of a Gangreen. 


Firft, If it comes from a Phleg- 
mone or Inflammation, the Pain 
and Pulfation will ceafe without 
any evident Caufe, viz. without 
Refolution or, Suppuration, . and 
the ruddy colour will prefently 
become brown and livid. 
condly, If it proceeds from cold, 
then prefently and on the fudden 
an acute pricking and burning 
pain invades the part 5 for Pene- 
trabile frigus adurit, and the part 
turns livid and wan. . And if in- 
ftead of an’ extraordinary heat, 
that was in the part, it prefently 
becomes cold, nummed, ftupid, 
witha fenfible horror,. as if fhaken 
by the cold of a Quartane Ague, 
a Gangreen follows; and if this 
cold increafe fo much, that it to- 
tally extinguifhes the Natural heat, 
then a Sphacelus or mortification 
will follow upon that Gangreen ; 
and befides. oftentimes, Convulfi- 
ons and violent’ Concuffions of 
the whole body. Thirdly, If ic 


| comes from. too hard Ligatures, 


upon Fractures, Luxations or Con- 
tutions, there is alwayes. an hard-

nefs accompanying them, from 
the afflux of Humors ; fometimes 
little Puftules or Bladders rife up- 
on the skin near to it, which are 
caufed by a notable heat, not 


/-much below a degree of burning. 


The Member alfo, is. more heavy 


|” than it ought to be, ‘becaufe there 
| wants Spirits to enliven and fup- 
- port it ; and if you prefs the Gan- 


grene fomewhat hard with your. 
finger, it will pit, as it is ufual in 
an Oedema,and a Dropfie. Fourth- 
ly, If it proceeds from the biting 
of a mad Dog, or other venomous 
creature, an Aneurif{ma, the pun- 
&ure of a Nerve, or fome notable 
wound, efpecially in a part of 
exquifite Senfe ; it is known by 
the fame figns, as if it had jpro- 


‘ceeded from a Phlegmone.

The rage and malignity of a 
Gangrene 1s fuch, that in a fhorc 
time it will not only kill the part 


affeted 5 but by its contagion 
feifes alfo the adjacent parts, and 
in no long-time the whole body 5 
for a Gangrene is fo pernicious 
and malignant, that it overturns 
all it meets with, and therefore 
a ftop muft be immediately put to 
its progrefs. But if the Patient 
fhall have a cold fweat upon his 
whole body, is taken with a Delt- 
rium, cannot Sleep, has an Hic- 
cough, with manifold Belchings, 
is overtaken with frequent Faint- 


‘ings and: Swoonings, and fome- 


times Convulfions, or extream 
SicknefS at Heart, you may con- 
clude that Death is at the Door ; 
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for ail. thefe {ymptoms arecaufed, 
from the malignity arifing’ from 
the Poyfon of the Gangrene, and 
penetrating through innumerable 
Pores, feifes upon the Heart and 
Vital Spirits. — 


CX. - Of the Cure of a Gangrene 
before Mortification. 


Firft, If a Gangrene be but in 
beginning, you may bathe and 
foment the part well with this. 
Take Powers of Amber four ounces 5 
Spirit of Antiajthmaticus half an ounce; 
mix them. Or this, Take rectified 
Sporat of Wine fix ounces 5 Limt-water 
two ounces; Spirit of Salarmoniack 
half an ounce to an ounces mix them. 
The ufe of thefe things have often 
prevented a Gangrene ,  whilft 
coming, and ftopt its progrefs | 
whilft going on. Secondly, If it 
proceeds from inward Caufes, pre- 
{cribe a good Diet, Diet-Drink, 
Purging, Altering, @c.° as you 
fee need ; fortiffe and corroborate 
the Heart, and defend it from the 
Tranfmiflion of Vapours, arifing 
from the affeted part, by inward 
Cordials, ‘bathing with. the Powers 
of Ambtr,; Rofemary, Rhodium, An- 
gelica, vt. Thirdly, If it pro- 
ceeds from‘ a plentiful influxion 
of Humors, as in a great Phieg- 
mon, or the Itke, begin the Cure 
by evacuating and drying up of 
humors which have putrefied in 
the part ;\ and to this purpofe 
put muft ufe Scarifications or'In- 
cifions, more or lefs deep, as the 
condition of the Gangrene fhall 
require, that the part being thus 
ditburthened of the many Hu- 
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mors Offending it, may be the 
more eafily dried, and prepared 
for healing. Thefe Incifions make 
with the Incifion-knife, deep and 
manifold, if the Gangrene is Grear, 
Profound, and near to Mortifica- 
fication, or reaching near to a 
bone; but you muft have a care 
to avoid the moft eminent Veins, 
Arteries and Nerves, (unlefs they 
be really mortified) making your 
Incifions in the {paces between 


them; if the Gangrene be leG, | 


ufe only Scaritications, which 
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Storax, Common Turpentine, ana half 
an ounce; Powder of Sulpbar Vive 
one ounces melt them. together and 
Spread them upon Leather.

Spirits, by which the Native Heat 
would. be extinguilhed 5 but in 
this Operation, you muft be can- 
tious, that with the congealed 
blood, you draw not the live 
blood out of the Veines 3. and 
therefore you muft be careful-that 
you ufe not thefe Drawers, till 
you are fure that :the. influx of 
blood ts flayed. Tf the contufion 
be but fall, apply co ita Plaifter 
made of Bees Wax mixed wich 
powders’ made of Cummin feed , 
Cloves and Zedoary. Or. you may 
apply this following Emplafter , 
which does powerfully diffoive 
Grumois and Congealed Blood. 
Take black pitch two ounces; Gum 
Elemi, one ounce and half 5 liquid

Af- 
ter this wafhing, lay on Pledgets 
with Egyptiacum, and with your 
Probe, prefs them into thé Inciti- 
ons, if; you ‘have made any.; 


for that. will wonderfully reprefs 


the putrefaGtion, induce an E{char, 
and feparate the rotten flefh from 
that which is found. . But inthis 
cafe you muft not. wait till the 
rotten fleth feparate of it felf; but 
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9 you perceive any part.of it to 
becorrapted, with your Knife or’ 


Sciffars, cut it off; then. put in 
Egyptiacum, as youfeeneed. This 
of Pareus is good. 


Take Verdigreece , Roch Alum, 
Honey, ana three ounces; [harp 
White Wine Vinegar five ounces-5 
Common Salt one-ounce; Roman Vi- 
triol half an ounce; Snxblimate pow- 
dred two drams3;, boyl all together, 
and make an Oyntment. 


This being infinuated into the 


Incifions, lay over all chis fol- 
lowing Cataplafm, which ftops 
putrefaction, refolves, deterges, 
dries up the malign matter, peirces 
deep, corroborates the part, and 
is Anodyne. 


Fake Meal of Barley, of Beans, of 
Orobusy of Lentiles, and of Lupines, 
ana half a pound; Sait and Honey 
of Rofes , ana, four ounces; Fuices 
of Wormwood-and Horehound, ana, 
two ounces and half 5 Aloes, Maftich, 
Myrrh, Spirit of Wine, ana two 
ounces; Oxymel fimple a {uffichent 
quantity 5 mix, and make a Cata- 


plait. 


But -above the Gangrene, you 
may lay-this Defenfative, to re- 
prefs the influxion of.

All thefe Applications you muft 
often renew 5. but if notwith- 
ftanding all rhis which you have 
done,’ the Difeafe be fo rebellious, 
as that ic will yeild to none of 
thefe Remedies, ‘you muft pro- 
ceed to Cauteries; after the Ap- 
plication whereof, Galen Orders 
that you\fhould apply the juyce 
of Leeks, in which Salt has been 
diffolved, for that it penetrates, 
dries and refifts putrefa@ion. If 
Cauteries do no good, you muft 
then come unto the laft Remedy 
of all, whichis Amputation 5. but 
before you defiga this, be upon 
certain grounds, that the pare is 
Mortified. 


CXIE. Of the Manner of Amputation. 


The Sick being of a‘ftrong and 
good Conftitution,.and not low 
Spirited, you fhall place him con- 
veniently for the Operation, and 
firmly, then draw up che found 
parts of his Body, and bind the 
pare with a faft and fomewhat 
painful Ligature, a little above the 
place where the Incifion fhall be 
made, let the Ligature be ftrong, 
and fomething broad like toa Wo- 
mans Biller. For ic Firft holds 
the Mufcles together with the 
Skin, fomewhat up, which when 
the Operation is over, fall down 
again, and cover the extremities 
of the divided bones. Secondly, 


‘Ic itiduces a more {peedy healing, 


by fo. much, as there is’ more of 
flefh and skin, abour the faid 
Extremities, Thirdly, It prohi- 
bits the tlax of Blood; by com- 

Li4 prefiing

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Prefling and intercepting the con- 
tinuity of rhe Veins and Arteries. 
Fourthly, It brings a kindof Scu- 
por upon the part;and abates: for 
time, that quicknefs of: Senfe, 
which otherwife there would be, 


by flopping up the paflages of 


the Anima! Spirits. All things 
being thus difpofed ,, you fhall 
with the Difmembering Knife, 
by a fudden and quick motion 
cut the flefh round to the bone 
(See? Tab. VIIL. at F..) but be- 
caufe fometimes among the bones, 
there lyés fome part of the Mul- 
cles, which cannot eafily be come 
at, with this Infirument, nor with 
an Incifion Knife; you fhall either 
ufe greater ftrength and force than 
ordinary, or, divide it as well as 
can, and feparate it from the

CXIN. What mull be done after the 
féjh is divided.

The method of the Ancients for 
performing ~of this thing, was. by 
Cauterizing with Red hot Irons, 
whick ,infallibly does the work ; 
bur it4s an Operation of {uch Hor- 
ror and Cruelty, by reafon of the 
intolerable pain which it puts the 
Patient to, that it is not. without 
great reafon and neceflity to be at- 
tempted, for that the Cautery 
being applyed to a Nervous part, 
the vehement impreffion of the 
fire, will be fuddenly comimuni- 
cated to the Vifcera, or Noble 
Parts, whence many dire Symp- 
toms, as, Faintings, cold Sweats, 
Swooning, Convulfions, @c. fol- 
low, and oftentimes death it felf ; 
and Pareus faith, that he had 
fcarcely known the third part of 
fuch as had been cauterized with 
thefe red hot Trons, to have efca- 
ped it; and thofe who did efcape, 
it was not without great difficulty, 
for that they are often -afflicted 
with Feavers, Convulftons, and 
upon the falling off of, the Efchar, 
a new Flux of Blood,.which forces 
the Caufticks to be applyed again, 
ec.
